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LNTRODUCTION 


1 
Before setting out for Diego Suarez, Madagascar, as GSO 3 I (cj) H.Q. 121 Force on 
operation IRONCLAD I was briefed by P.W.E. (Political Warfare Executive) on the 
situation on the islend and entrusted with 250,000 leaflets addressed to the popula- 
tion of Diego Suarez. These put forward our general policy towards Madagascar which 
was that Great Britain had no territorial embitions regarding the island and that we 
were landing there to prevent Metiagascar becoming a second Indo-China. All officials 
were to remain at their posts and only those who worked actively against us would be 
arrested. P.W.E. agreed to send regular directives to me and furnished £500 for 
propaganda expenses. Of this sum I spent £75 on iuxury goods to distribute on 
arrival which proved a very successful form of propaganda. 


PARP ONE: DIEGO SUAREZ. 
Broadcasting 


There was no broadcasting station at Diego Suarez, the only station being at the 
capital Tananarive which after the landing started sending personal messages to 

Diego Suarez from people in the rest of the island who hed heard the Vichy~Berlin 

lies that civilian damage and casualties had been caused in Diego by British bombs. 
After consultation with the GO, Brigadier Bush, and in agreement with the G80, 

Lt. Col. Houghton, the Force Signals No. 5 set was allocated for twice daily btoad- 
casts at mideday and in the evening. The Tananarive wavelength was used and Radio 
Diego Suarez - as the new station was called - started up immediately after Tananarive 
elesed down. I announced myself as a British Officer and after stating that Diego 
Suarez had not keen bombed and stressing its normal appearance I read out a list or 
personal messages from prominent lecal citizens saying they were safe and sound. 
Tenanearive Radio rebroadcast the messages in its evening transmission and corrected the 
enemy statement that Diego town had been bombed. Radio Diego Suarez subsequently 
enlarged its programme with talks by Lieut. Wormald R.M., BO. HeQ@s 121 Force, and we 
gave twice daily news bulietings. Personal messages were given in every broadcast and 
Radio Tananarive wes-en regularly rebroadcast them, continuing to give its om 
messages to Diego. The rekroadeasting of our messages by Radic Tananarive Was an 
attempt to prevent people from listening to our propagenda; the messages were also 
printed in the Macagascar poppers and posted up in the various tows with the same object 
an view. Relaticns between the two stations, however, remained Ssorrect™. We 
Lsermnt from reliable sources - afterwards confirmed - that ReGio Diego was widely 
listened te and appreciated in the rest of Nadagascar. Lieut, Bormald - who always 
geve the talks - spoke French verfectly wut mime wae faulty with an English accent; 
but Enclish voices speaking French attracted listeners, rather than the contrary. 
Propaganda features in the form of Shres-voiced discusgicons called "Entretiens de 
Peeddy"? were given with considerable suecess = and to answer the quotations from 
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“ Local weekly paper existed in Diego Suares know as "L'Eclaireur” which was ome 
by the Electricity Coy. in agreement with the manager I took it over and after a 
modest start it became a four page paper, publishing articles written by the Prancco- 
Eritish steff and reprinting material sent so us from Londen and Naireii3; it also

reflected the dim aspects of Duego Suarez local life, 


b) English 

the British trocps were badly in need of news and the first numbers of "L/Eclairevr 
carried an English paper on its back kmown as "The Pionser'. fhe French and Enelish 
papers were later divided and a Gaily English vaver mow as "The Hvening Pionser™ 
started its career, being edited by Licut. Smallwood, S. Lancashire Regt., and later 
by Lt. Liversidge, E.0.7th S.A. Bde. The English paper with a circulation of 1000 
made up for the loss of "L'Eelaireur", 


Other Activities 


Organisation of a Franco-British Red Cross variety show, and Art exhibitions which 
were well patronised and raised 30,000 francs for charity. 


Operations 


When operations started again on September llth, it was hoped that Radio Diego Suarez ~ 
which now had the ear of the island ~ would be given scme vital part to play, but owing 
to directives which did not allow initiative to be taken on the spot and to the break- 
down of a transmission set sent over from Mauritius to help out the No. 5 set, Radio 
Diego Suarez did nothing more then announce the British and American proclamations and 
give general eppeals to the population. When Tananarive was entered by our troops 

£ moved up te take over the broadcasting, Zenving Eadic Diego in the hands of Lieut. 
Wormald and Capt. de Paula who had joined us in late July and had taken part in the 
future "Entretiens de Freddy" and contributed to the paper. Radio Diego Suarez 
closed down on Cct. llth, and accerding to a report by Capt. Hllané (G.S.i. Partress 
Diego) it was greatly regretted by the population. A Frenchman, Ki. Bord, burst 
into tears on hearing Radic Diego's Swen Song: "something has gone out of cur lives" 
he said: “they have taken our friends from us". 


PART TWO: TANANARIVE 


Sroadcasting 


The Tananarive broedcasting station ~- which was found intact - was very well equipped. 
There were two announcers, a man and a women, both of whom were kept on in a minor 
capacity. Throughout the Tananarive pericd I was given the services of Sgt, O’Hana, 
29 Fd. Security Section, who was transferred to the BE.M.A. to work solely on 
propagenda which was now a commitment of the B.BM.A. He was bilingual and besides 
taking his turn with me in reading the news, he wrote taiks and reorganised ths musical 
side of the programmes, having been a professional pianist in Paris before the war. 
His concerts in the studio and elsewhere were highly appreciated by the French. 
Operations were stili in progress in the south when we took over Tananabive Ratlio 

and throughout. October we addressed talks to the Vichy leaders whom we accused of 
continuing the fighting for their own glery and in so doing ruining the islend’s come 
mmications By their senseless destruction of bridges, etc. Governor General Annet 
Was without a "vyoice® and forced to reply to us from Reunion ard Vichz. it was 
obvious that cur talks hit where they hurt most. Cne in particular was well aimed, 


Annet had recently been given an honour by Vichy and thers was 2 mmour that Colonel 


Ehvagwes, the main instigator of resistance, had been made 4 General. This was 
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‘for the propagenda in Medagascaer. tI : 
‘Information Office started its career with a Franco-

Working from the Information Office we now had five weapons for the task of "“disinfect-

sent to towns and districts of ‘ey telegraph and put up in the 
local post offices). 

3. The distribution of the large amounts of prop 
now pouring in from Nairobi, London, South &frice, Mauritius and the U.S. 
Consul. a mailing service these ts were sent to private 


individuals and to provincial papers who also 6c onelly reprinted our 
Lee The sale in Tananarive and other towns of 1200 copi 


5. Personal contact between the population of Pananative and the Information 
Office by Gistribution of the printed broadcast talks, the creation of a 
reading room in our offices, permanent exhibitons of war photographs, etc. 
The Information Office became 2 rendez-vous for the Fighting French and 
and was so crowded in the afternoons that 
it became difficult to get ‘any work done. Various Fighting French boys, 
ai} of whom afterwards joined up, 
aid odd jobs. 


NOTE: It was reported by (I) b that the opposition in Tananerive (known by such 
‘names as "France-France”™ and "Prance-Toujours") tried to sabotage us by 


asking for propaganda end then burning it. This was never proved.

DRAFT TELEGRAM TO 121 FORCE. 
(Referred to in paragraph 3 of draft first telegram 
above as "Immediately following telegram"). 


1, My immediately preceding telegram. Following is summary 
of policy referred to in paragraph 5. 


2. H.M. Government have publicly declared that Madagascar 
remains French and will continue to be part of the French 


Empire. 


3. ##4H.M. Government have announced that it is their intention 
that the Free French National Comittee should play their due 
part in the administration of the liberated French territory, 
since the Nationel Committee is cooperat with the United 
Wations as the representative of fighting france. 


4. Details of the Free French part have not been worked out 
or discussed with the National Comzittee. It is not our 
iafjntion at the present tine that any Free French forces 
should be sent to Madagascar, but if they were they would 

be under the control and operational orders of the Force 


Commander. 


5. The Force Commander is the sole authority that H.s. 
Government recognise in Madagascar at present. He would 

be consulted before any Free French personnel were associated 
with the Administration. Whilst we hold the northern part of 
the Island alone, the control of the Administration must 

remain in British hands as vitally affecting the security 

of the fortwass at Diego Suares. Even if the remainder of 

the island becomes aubject to our influence it may be advisable 
te retain unfettered British control of Diego Suarez. 

& From our experience elsewhere, any Free French participation 
in the future administration is likely to increase our 
difficulties. Nevertheless eventual Free French participation 
in the administration will be necessary:- 


(2) to meet German and Vichy propaganda that we mean to 
kegap ghe territoty; 


(b) To prevent discouragement of the Free French who 
are oe with us and have brought over 
valuable territories to the Allied cause; and 


(c} Because the Free French are our Allies end must 
be treated as such, whereas the official Vichy 
policy is collab..ration with our enenies. We 
therefore cannot treat with Vichy.

ie Our military object in Madagascar is to achieve the 
security of the occupied territory around Diezo Suarez and 
the denial of facilities to the Axis in the rest of the 
Island, Our ultimate aim is to secure the collaboration 

of Madagascar nthe war in acgociation with the Free French 
rather than its neutralisétion in association with an unreliable 


Vichy administration. 


8 You have stated that extension of our military control 
can now only be achieved by force. We see at present no prospect 
of making aufficient forces available for this. 


S$. The ideal solution would therefore be a coup d'etat 
which should bring over the remainder of the Islan@-to the 
Allied cause. There may be sufficient Free French or Allied 
supporters in the rest of the Island to effect this. 


10, Failing this your mininum object shoule be to preclude 
any interference by Vichy authorities in the area occupied 
by you and to prevent them giving aid of any kind to the Axis. 


li, Although no threats should be made implying the early 
use of military force, you should in any contacts with Vichy 
authorities in the Island in no way encourage the idea that 

hing short of compiete surrender would preclude us from 


further operations. 
12. In any case our policy should be to do what we can to 


make trade and living generally easier for the population 
of Diego Suarez, in the hope that the exemple may have & 
ugeful effect on the rest of the Island and encourage such 
stout-hearted or opportunist people as there may be to stage 
a coup d'etat or convince the majority of the advantages of 


cooperation with the United Nations.

Local news included the full account of the opening of the Tananarive 
Exhibition, illustrating the adaptation of economic life. The local Presidont 
of the Chamber of Commorce made an introductory specch stressing the progress 
made in overcoming the blockade and introducing the Exhibition gencrally. Aftcr 
looking forward to more normal times he said; " We arc convinced that Medagascar 
will then keep her place on the overseas markets and will aid Metropolitan 


France who can count on us as comt on her". 


General ANNET, toured the stalls of the Exhibition and made a speech 
of fifteen hundred words at the inaugural banquet. The specch gave the impression 
of being carefully prepared so as to be moderate in tone. The foliaving is a 
precis of the General sensc. The quotations Given arc literal trenslations. 


; ‘This Exhibition has been organised since the end of 19414, most suscessfully 
in the face of many difficulties including nobilisation: "The Exhibition is 
"a witness of the determination of cach of you to adapt yourselves to the 
effects of the blockade, which is implacable and unjustifiable ~ unjustifiable 
because all the arguments put Porward oxplaining the seizure of French ships arc 
unacceptable", One cannot see how pe asenger ships from the lHetropolitan axrca and 
atall Malagache coastal vessels carrying essential foodstuffs can interfore in 
the conflict between foreign powers.

(1) The present arrangements for securing supplies to Madagascar 
are only temporary and it is necessary to set up a more permanent organisation, 


(2) We suggest setting up a Supply Board in Diego Suarez with a 
French name, possibly Co-operative de Ravitaillement or Centre de Ravitaillement, 
consisting provisionally of the Trade Officer as Chairman and representatives of the 
U.KC.C, and Mitchell Cotts. The Trade Officer would be replaced later by a 

Senior Civilian Official, This Board would draw up programmes cf requirements and 
would receive orders from purchasers. The representative of Mitchell Cotts would 
deal with supplies from South Africa and the representative of the U.KC.C, with all 
other supplies, Preference would be given to South Africa for all goods obtainable 
there, These two representatives would have the technical knowledge to discuss 
their requirements. with purchasers, that is to say, act as commercial travellers. 
Requirements, would be subject to the normal allied control machinery regarding goods 
in short supply. Centralisation of orders in this way is essential to secure supply 
from the most suitable sources and to cut Gown undesirable competition, A local 
French member of the Board might be appointed if you consider a suitable person 
available, This Supply Board might also centralise purchases of exports. 


(3) It might be feasible to form an association of local merchants 
to group requirements and place orders with the Board, arranging distribution quotas. 
You are in a position to judge whether this is possible,

The attached record of the Madagascar C.F.R. Meeting will 
give you some idea of the unreality of the whole praceedings. I gather 
that yesterday morning (19th May), Morton and the Foreign Office came to 
ask P.W.E. what assistance they could provide in coping with the situa- 
tion, and were told that, as things stood,at present, there was nothing 


we could do. 


Peter Scarlett tells me that it has been definitely decided 
+o remove most of our forces at present at Diego Suarez. (0ST SECRET ) 


Pan tells me that Strang and the Director told him that the 
Free French had asked for a leaflet with the Foreign Office announcement 
on one side and the generals speech on the other; it was advised that we 
should produce such a leaflet, print few copies and drop still fewer- In 
the light of the present situation, which is not known to the Free French, 
I feel that any such leaflet will be the height of absurdity. I shail 
‘tring this point out at the Director-General's meeting this afternoon. 
Meanwhile, if it is decided to can the leaflet, Pan and I both feel that 
some high-up (at least the Director or William Strang and preferably the 
Secretary of State) should inform Cariton Gardens of the decision.

There are a number of minor adifficultiss. Shipping 
returning fram the Middle Bast would be available to carry 
Madagascar exports. Shipping to carry imports into 
Madagascar will be hard to come by. The United Nations are 
themselves short of some merchandise which Madagascar is — 
Likely to demand, “hese and other undoubted but mingx 


aifficulties might be overcome. 


There.remains however the great baffle that the value 
of the wholé produce of Madagascar exceeds the value of the 
goods which Madagascar would wish to import. If therefore 
the merchants will not accept currency, a deadlock. ensues. 
An offer to make up the balance by paying salaries, pensions, 
&c, must ‘entail either an agreement with Vichy or a breach 
with Vichy on the-part of the Governor, As already shown 
the former will be forbidden by the Germans, and the latter 
would render a "modus vivendi" unnecessary. Alternatively ; 
the Governor might demand safe conduct for the export of 
part of his produce to France. “This we cannot permit for 
a number of reasons, particularly in that such exports would 


certainly find their way to Germany. 


8. Finally, in negotiating a Mmnodus vivendi" the 
Governor, unless he reverses’ the whole of his policy to date, 
4s almost certain to demand some assurances about the Free. 
French. These we cannot give in view of our public promise 
to associate the Free French Movement with the administration 
of Madagascar at some future date. This public promise has 
been made since it was considered that the lack of it endangered 
the existence of the Free French Movement. It is observed 
that Gen» ral de Gaulle claims any agreement between His 
Majesty's Government and Vichy as a greater danger to the 
existence of the Free French Movement than failure to 
associate it with the administration of Madagascar. 


9. The Committee have therefore regretfully to conclude 
that in the question of a peaceful "modus vivendi" the 
Governor of Madagascar holds all the cards, unless, as is 
most unlikely, his attitude to date has been in large 
measure bluff, and he and his chief officers, together with 
the remaining.Vichy forces in the Island can be persuaded to 
break with Vichy and join the United Nations.

5th « 22nd May ke. 


te The Chief Political Officer with three Political O’ficers 
entered the town of ANFSIRANS with the 29th Iniep. Bde at midnight 


on 6th ~ 7th May. 


Ze The Ghef de Région (HM. Bourgine) and the Administrateur Maire 
(H. Gouraste) (the two senior civil officials) were found at the 
French Defences Headquarters with the Colonei Coumamiing the defence af 
the port (Col. Clairebout) and the Senior Naval Ofricer (Capt. de 
Vaisseau Maertens) who was also in command of French Naval Forces in 


the iaiand. 


3e After the Military and Naval Commanders had made their personal 
surrender with that of their staffs to Brigadier Festing, Commanding 
the 29th Indep. Ede., the Chef de Région and the Adminisirateur Maire 
were swnmonsed. Preclametion No. i signed by the G.0.C. was read to 
them (Appx I) ani after a short expianation of the reason for the 
presence of British troops in DIEGO SUAREZ the two officials were 
formally asked to continue in office and in colleboration with the 
British military authorities to continue the sdministration of the 
area and the Town. A letter conveying this request was also handed 


to them (Appx II). 


be Ms. Bourgine and Gouraste immediately refused. They expressed 
their willingness to lend tneir personal assistance in every way both 
to the British authorities and the French officiais appointed to their 
places, but they explained that their loyalty to Marshal Petsin did 
not allow them to go further. Their replies were noted and they were 
asked to cell a meeting af all French officials iater in the morning. 


5e The Chief Political Officer addressed this meeting, at which 
gome 400 officials were present, and explained the situation. He 
gave them an assurance of the continuation of pay and pensions for 
those who cooperated, and asked for their collaboration. A circular 
was distributed to the offidais who ieft to make up their minds 
individually within the next few days. (Appx III). In the middle of 
the meeting NM. Bourgine, the Chef de Région arrived and, interrupting 
the C.P.0s. address told those present that he was addressing them 
for the last time as their leader andi asked each one to decide 
according to his conscience. Both the Chef de Région and the 
Aéministrateur Maire were subsequentiy found to be engaged in @ 
campaign which, if not subversive, was actively non-cooperative, and 
they were removed from ANTSIRANE and placed on a vessel in the harbour 
where they were later joined by their wives and families, They left 


with their families in company with some 600 Prisoners of War. 


Ge Several meetings of townspeople, French, Creole, Malgash, 
Indian ang@ Chinese were held that day (May 7th) at which the reasons 
for oceupation were fully explained andi the policy to be adopted 
described.
